THURMAN BREAKS PRECEDERT 


AND INTRODUCES 


Six Others Follow As Assemb 
First Measure From Sixth 
Legislative Session Of 1935

SACRAMENTO— Your 
man presented his first bill last 
week and in doing so made some 
kind of a record inasmuch as it was 
the first bill introduced by an as- 
semblyman from the Sixth District 
since the session of 1935. During the 
1937 session of the state legislature, 
our predecessor, Jesse Mayo, did not 
introduce a single bill. 

Our first bill, No. 512. is one of 
minor importance. It is an amend- 
ment to the Vehicle Code which will 
desigriate cars driven by constables | 
as authorized emergency vehicles 
allowing the constables the same 
privileges as the law now allows 
other police officers. 

This week the writer introduced
